DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 01/16/08 has been entered. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons given in 
the Japanese Notice of Reason for Rejection with respect to patent family member Japanese 
Patent Application No. 2005-514736 are noted. However, with regard to document 1 - JP 
2002-072763 - which appears to disclose a cooling device and a control means, the Examiner 
submits that a control means to instruct the cooling device as in the present application is not 
disclosed. In particular, paragraphs [0007], [0018] cited in document 1 do not teach or suggest 
the limitation "a control section that performs uniformizing control that directs said heating 
apparatus and also directs said cooling apparatus so that the recording medium is not passed 
through, and heating of a heating width that causes a paper passage area of the small-size 
recording medium to produce heat is maintained and an entire paper passage width of said 
heat-producing element is cooled, until the paper non-passage area of said heat-producing 
element is at or below a temperature at which fixing is possible" as recited in independent claim 
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1 or the limitation "a control step of performing uniformizing control so that the recording 
medium is not passed through, and heating of a heating width that causes a paper passage 
area of the small-size recording medium to produce heat is maintained and an entire paper 
passage width of the heat-producing element is cooled, until a paper non-passage area of the 
heat-producing element is at or below a predetermined temperature at which fixing is possible" 
as recited in independent claim 23.
